PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT UNDER 37 CFR 1.115 

Applicant request entry of the following amendments prior to consideration of the 
claims pending in the application. 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Amend all claims 1-13. 

1. (Once Amended) An apparatus for separating solid particles from a suspension 

of solid particles and vapor, wherein said apparatus comprises: 

(i) a vertical primary cyclone vessel having a tubular housing comprising of a 

tubular wall section provided with a tangentially arranged inlet for receiving the 
particles and vapor, and which tubular wall section is open at its lower end and 
closed at its upper end by means of a cover provided with an opening, wherein 
the opening is fiuidly connected to a gas outlet conduit, which conduit has a gas 
inlet opening located at the same level as the opening in the cover;
